WASHINGTON (UPI) — Vice 
President Nixon huddled with his 
top aides Monday on possible 
shifts in his campaign strategy as 
a result of Gov.

Cuban army authorities report- 
ed that Juan Manuel Busto, a 
veteran prison guard in Vinales, 
Pinar cel Rio, one of a group 
accused recently of plotting the 
assassination of Castro, had at- 
tempted to commit suicide by 
banging his head against the bars 
of his cell. He was reported to 
be in critical condition. 


In Havana, meanwhile, the

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Ceremony — 
To Start 
Aswan Dam 


CAIRO (AP)—A big ceremony 
will be held Jan. 10 near the site 
of the Aswan Dam to signal the 
start of work on that massive pro- 
ject in the Nile River. 


President Nasser of the United 
Arab Republic will stand at a 
place about 2% miles from the 
dam site. He will push a button 
to explode 220 pounds of dynamite 
beneath the granite rocks now 
occupying the dam position. 


From 7 to 10 years will be need- 
ed to construct the dam, which 
will be 17 times larger than the 
great Pyramid of Cheops at Giza. 


It was because the United States 
withdrew its pledge to help fi- 
nance the dam that Nasser in 1956 
nationalized the Suez Canal. 


The dam project is to be exe- 
cuted in two stages. The first 
stage will consist of the construc- 
tion of a cofferdam and a diver- 
sion canal, 


The second stage will consist of | 


the construction of the rest of the 
project. 


U.S. Pilot Asks Jakarta Try Him 
As PW to Avoid Death Penalty 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (UPI)— 
The trial of an American pilot 
accused of flying a bomber for 
Indonesian rebels was adjourned 
for five days Monday shortly after 
it began when the defense asked 
that he be tried as a prisoner of 
war rather than as a soldier of for- 
tune, 


The defense move, if success- 
ful, would eliminate the possibility 
of a death sentence for defendant 
Allen Lawrence Pope of Home- 
stead, Fla., if he is convicted in 
the trial before an Indonesian mili- 
tary court. 


The main charge against Pope— 
assisting an enemy of Indonesia 
in time of war—carries a maxi- 
mum penalty of death. If Pope's 
status were considered to be that 
of a legitimate prisoner of war, 
however, he would face less se- 
vere penalties. 


The court-appointed attorney for 
Pope set the prosecutior. back on 


_its heels shortly after the pilot’s 


trial had gotten under way at the 
Air Force headquarters here. 


Attorney Sukardjo’s request, as | 


well as his challenge of the 
charges against the American 
flier, caused the prosecution to 
ask for a five-day postponement 
in the trial. The request for ad- 
journment was granted and the 
next session was set for Jan. 2. 


Pope was captured April 18, 
1958, when his lone B-26 World 
War IlI-type bomber was shot 
down by antiaircraft fire at Am- 
bon in the remote East Indonesian 
islands. 


At that time, Indonesian au- 
thorities alleged, he was on a 


bombing mission for the Indonesia 
rebels who had proclaimed an in- 
surgent government in February, 
1958. The rebellion is still going 
on in some portions of Indonesia 
—particularly in Sumatra and the 
Celebes. 


Pope was accused also of bomb- 
ing a southern Celebes airbase, 
damaging roads and buildings, of 
attacking a convoy of Indonesian 
ships at sea, of attacking a boat 
in Ambon harbor, killing 17 mili- 
tary personnel and flying an un- 
specified number of reconnais- 
sance missions for the rebels.

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Progress Report Is 
Also a Challenge 


It is splendid year-end news that a 
record-breaking number of new jobs and 
increased payrolls were rung up in Geor- 
gia during 1959. According to a survey 
by the Georgia State Chamber of Com- 
merce, new jobs reached an all-time high 
level of 15,035 and expanded payrolls 
exceeded the 43-million-dollar mark. 

The total number of new and ex- 
panded industries, 221, represented a 
capital investment of $135,635,000. It in- 
cludes 159 new plants and 62 expansions 
by private industry of at least $50,000 
each. It did not include the 45-million- 
dollar Continental Can Co. plant for Au- 
gusta which came at the close of 1958. 

The important thing is that Georgia 
continues on the march in economic ad- 
vancement and industrialization. Rapid 
expansions which have occurred in the 
post-war years have enabled the state 
to hold its population at a fairly stable 
level while registering improvements in 
government and educational services. 

This continued growth, however, has 
brought with it many new problems with 
which old governmental structures were 
not prepared to cope. The migration 
from rural areas to cities and towns 
where job opportunities exist or are be- 
ing made available has presented a whole 
new set of challenges to state and local 
leadership. 

First and foremost of these new prob- 
lems is to provide living environments 
which are conducive to health and hap- 
piness. This includes expanded urban 
services and above all educational oppor- 
tunities. Study after study conclusively 
prove that economic and social well-be- 
ing directly are related to the level of 
education. 

If Georgia is to continue expansion of 
its budding industrial might, we must pro- 
vide the trained manpower to keep it run- 
ning. If we are to attract new industries 
and promote expansion of existing plants, 
we cannot neglect the human factors in 
industrial planning. 

Georgia’s public school system not 
only must be preserved, it must be 
strengthened. Economic progress, social 
progress and that dream of an ever-bet- 
ter life for our people depend upon pre- 
paring the present and future generations 
for adjustments to changing times. 

The state’s leadership has done well 
in promoting opportunity for our people 
in a changing economy. But bigger chal- 
lenges to act responsibly are still ahead.

Advice to Motorists: 
Be Here in New Year 


“Motorists have got to practice a lit- 
tle more courtesy — and pay more atten- 
tion to traffic laws — or we'll ring out the 
old year with a dreadful record on our 
roadways.” 

That’s the word from Capt. E. D. Mink, 
head of the accident reporting division of 
the State Department of Public Safety, 
following a Christmas weekend carnage 
of 23 deaths and numerous injuries on 
Georgia highways. 

With another week of the holiday sea- 
son ahead and with the second long week- 
end coming up, Georgians might well set 
a record for the number killed in traffic 
in any similar period. We will surely be 
lucky if the number of fatalities is held 
to the 34 estimated by the department 
before the holidays began. 

The picture is a little brighter 
throughout the nation. Preliminary fig- 
ures for the three-day Yule period showed 
481 road deaths, smallest in a decade. 
But such rationalizing does not erase 
the shame of the 481 who were killed. It 
does not restore either the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in property damage 
or cure the injured. 

As we begin the New Year, it be- 
hooves all Georgians to remember the 23 
deaths and the prediction of more than 
a score of other fatalities before next 
Monday. Each individual in large meas- 
ure will determine whether he will be 
among them.

Research Is Improving 
Georgia’s Crop Returns 


Georgia’s corn crop now produces more 
income than cotton. This fact dramatically 
illustrates the revolution in agriculture 
which continues in the Southeast with 
greater speed than in other regions. 

Research: has made this possible. One 
of the great boons to south Georgia has 
been the development of Coastal Bermuda 
grass. Now out of the research station 
comes a new discovery which greatly will 
improve farm income in that region. 
Tests reveal that a three-year-rotation of 
corn and Coastal Bermuda looks promis- 
ing on hilly land, heretofore not suited to 
corn crops. 

The tests indicate that three years of 
grass sod may be followed by a year of 
cultivated corn. Grass re-establishes it- 
self in the middles by the time the hybrid 


corn is to be harvested. In addition to the 
benefits from grazing a farmer can now 
figure a good corn crop every third year. 

The tragedy in our state is that the 
people who do research and who teach 
are progressive and alert to the problems 
of our people. But local political leader- 
ship and for too many years that of the 
state has been inadequate and unimagina- 
tive. It does not look to the future and 
make plans to help the people in that fu- 
ture as do the research agencies.

Pressures Are Growing 


For Steel Legislation 


Company-by-company bargaining in 
the steel industry still is not producing 
hoped-for results. There is some opti- 
mism in Washington that the industry 
and unions will come to terms rather than 
face the uncertainties of emergency leg- 
islation. 


But on the other hand, informal polls 
of steelworkers indicate that the best of- 
fers the industry have made are not ac- 
ceptable. There is no sign that a settle- 
ment can be assured prior to the Jan. 26 
deadline. 


Meanwhile, pressures for congressional 
action are growing. Sen. Mike Mansfield 
of Montana, Democratic whip, has become 
the first of top leadership in the House 
and Senate to pose a direct threat of 
legislation. 


Mansfield’s remarks are being inter- 
preted as a message from congressional 
leadership for the first time to the union 
and steel companies: Settle your dispute 
before the Jan. 26 expiration of the Taft- 
Hartley injunction or else. Labor legisla- 
tion to break the deadlock could become 
the first major action of the new session. 

What form such legislation would take 
is not clear at this time but that it would 
consist of some sort of compulsory arbi- 
tration is fairly certain. The country must 
have steel and even if government must 
operate the mills it will have steel.

Another Weapon Aimed 
At Lottery Operators 


Proposed legislation to make a jail 
sentence mandatory for anyone convict- 
ed a second time of operating a lottery 
at last seems headed for adoption. 

The Georgia Legislature has been 
flirting with such a proposal off and on 
for the past three sessions. In 1957 Chat- 
ham Rep. Frank Cheatham Jr.’s bill on 
the subject received an overwhelming 
vote of approval from the House but was 
tabled by a Senate committee. 

Then in 1959 Sen. Carl Sanders intro- 
duced a similar measure that passed 
unanimously in the Senate but did not 
reach the House floor. It is still on the 
calendar from the last session and Rep. 
Cheatham has announced he will push for 
an early vote on it in the 1960 session. 

Adoption of such a law would be an- 
other weapon in the campaign to curb 
lottery operators, most of whom look upon 
court-imposed fines as merely part of 
the overhead encountered in plying their 
trade. 

Over the years there has been too 
much leniency toward violations of laws 
against such evils as lottery and the 
moonshine liquor traffic. Experience has 
proven that fines alone fail to serve as 
a sufficient deterrent to habitual offend- 
ers in either of the two rackets.

Is America Planning 


For a Secure Future? 


The National Planning Assn. has is- 
sued a sober warning to all Americans 
and especially to their leadership. This 
recognized private research organization 
says that the country’s failure to engage 
in long-range planning for the cold war 
with the Communists could lead to one of 
the great tragedies of world history. 

Neither private groups nor the gov- 
ernment are preparing for the future, the 
association declares. 

More long-range planning is needed in 
12 areas, the group declared. These are 
national security, competitive coexistence, 
maximizing growth and stability, 
tion and training, health, metropolitan 
area problems, a healthy agriculture, nat- 
ural resources, inter-American relations, 
depressed areas in the United States, la- 
bor-management relations and providing 
capital, management and technology for 
less-developed countries. 

The warning points out that the So- 
viets are doing such intensive long-range 
planning. The challenges of the future in 
all areas will be a direct result of what 
the U.S.S.R. is doing. While we are still 
ahead in most fields, unless plans for 
staying ahead are made and executed 
there is no assurance of our future se- 
curity. 3 
The report 'is-timely and needs to be 
given full attention. The United States 
cannot assume with comfortable apathy 
that we can just drift along and every-

A time of decision for the people of Georgia looms as the Atlanta 
Board of Education finds itself caught in an apparent deadlock be- 
tween a U.S. Court and the State of Georgia. Ordered by the court 


to desegregate the Atlanta public school system, 


the school board 


faces the prospect of having to close one, several or all of the city’s 
public schools since state law prohibits compliance with the court 


order. 

Gov. Vandiver and other key 
state flatly state that 
they have no intentions of chang- 
ing the laws in order to allow 
even limited integration in Atlanta. 
This stand, it is generally inter- 
preted, can mean the ultimate 


closure of all public schools in 
Georgia. 


The governor undoubtedly com- 
mands the respect of the vast 
majority of Georgians in his op- 
position to integration. To most 
Southerners it is a thing that has 
been pushed too far, too fast. 
However, when this stand can 
bring the chaos of no public 
education. to our state it is time 
to re-appraise values.

Oral Bible Reading 
Merits Preparation 


John Edward Lantz of our local National 
Council of Churches office has written a second 
book. Some time ago he published a book titled 


since the national conventions of 
both parties are to be in July.

His new book, published recent- 
ly by the Macmillan Company, is 
titled “Reading the Bible Aloud.” 
This is a good book. It will help 
any reader to understand and in- 
terpret the Bible in a more con- 
vincing and a more meaningful 
fashion. 


Sometimes the most dreary 
portion of a worship service is 
when a pastor turns to the Holy 
Bible. He announces the lesson 
to be read and the people in the 
congregation, instead of listening 
attentively, wonder when the dull 
recital will come to an end. The 
Bible is a living Word only when 
life and vitality are given through 
the manner in which it is read. 

We preachers often err in our 
reading from the Bible in church. 
We prepare carefully and thought- 
fully our sermons. We outline with 
consideration our order of wor- 
ship. We may anticipate with care 
the petitions to be included in 
our prayers. But so often we give 
no great attention to the read- 
ing of the Scripture. We do not 
go over the verses in order to 
acquire the understanding essen- 
tial to interpretation and we do 
not practice so that our reading 
will be clear and effective. 

Dr. Lantz has done us a. real 
service by providing so many 
helpful suggestions on the oral in- 
terpretation of the Bible. 

To his many valuable ideas on

the public readfhg of the Bible, 
the author has added other per- 
tinent information. I like especial- 
ly the way in which he lists spe- 
cial types of religious readings. 
He gives also in an appendix a 
list of stories in the Bible, poems 
in the Bible and personalities in 
the Bible. This is a ready refer- 
ence for those who wish to find 
available materials for church or 
group worship. 

The reading of the Bible, like 
the singing of a solo or the 
preaching of a sermon, ought not 
to be important for its own sake. 
In church the participants in wor- 
ship should not display their 
skills in any kind of exhibitory 
manner. The person who leads 
should not be self-conscious. His 
particular role should be so played 
that the worshipers do not think 
of him but think rather of their 
personal relationship to God. 

Yet it is true that God must 
often speak through vessels of 
clay, men and women who inter- 
pret in word and song His mes- 
sage. These participants ought to 
assume their roles with humility 
but they ought to express them- 
selves with whatever native or 
acquired skill they can master. 
We honor the Word of God when 
we are sO anxious to make the 
Word meaningful that we give 
our best talents to our interpre- 
tation. 


Troops in Europe 


Assure U.S. Allies 


WASHINGTON—Nothing could do more to 
hurt the Western position than for President de 
Gaulle or Chancellor Adenauer or any of the 


other European leaders to retain the impression that the United 
States is even toying with the idea of pulling its troops out of Europe. 
This was President Eisenhower's first order of business in his talk 


with our European allies in Paris. 


The fact that the President had 
to renew this assurance is evi- 
dence that serious anxieties had 
arisen, in part, because of the 
thought that the United States 
might try to cut dollars spent 
abroad by cutting its forces in 
Western Europe. 


Such a step would be grievous- 
ly shortsighted. Two world wars 
have been started on the gam- 
ble that America would remain 
on the sidelines while a major 
conflict was being waged for the 
control of Western Europe. 


This is the central reason we 
are in NATO and the presence of 
American troops in Europe is the 
symbol and substance of our 
steadfast participation in the al- 
liance, The best way to make sure 
that American forces do not have 
to go to Europe to fight a war is 
to have American forces in Eu- 
rope in peace to deter war. 

It is customary now and, I 
think, correct to say that the 
focus of the economic and polit- 
ical contest - for - keeps with the 
Soviets will be in Asia and Africa. 
This contest cannot be won in 
Western Europe. But it could be 
lost in Europe — and in Asia and 
Africa — if Western Europe does 
not consolidate its economic, po- 
litical and military strength. 

While differenees and disagree- 
ments developed at the latest 
NATO meeting in Paris — as 
is inevitable in any democrat- 
ically run alliance—the predom- 


inant leadership was on the side 
of building a stronger NATO. 

Militarily the need is for a sin- 
gle NATO command of NATO 
forces. Every member of the 
NATO Council except France ac- 
cepted this view. 

Economically the European 
Common Market is moving stead- 
ily toward the creationof a 
dynamic free-trading area com- 
parable to the tariff-free United 
States. But there is the unre- 
solved danger that the six Com- 
mon Market nations, led by Ger- 
many and France, and the sev- 
en Free Trade Assn. nations, led 
by Britain, may divide Europe 
with hostile and rising trade bar- 
riers. To help avert this the 
United States and Canada are 
preparing to join with the Euro- 
pean countries to avert a West- 
ern trade split. 

It is inevitable, I think, that 
Europe will develop political in- 
stitutions, which more fully re- 
flect the military and economic 
integration which is bound to 
grow. 

The presence of American 
troops in Western Europe is es- 
sential to achieving all of these 
things.

CHAPEL HILL — Claire Ann 
Hanner, campus beauty queen 
of Atlanta, Ga., is the only girl 
at the University of North Caro- 
lina to receive an undergrad- 
uate research grant from the 
National Science Foundation. 


Twelve boys received the 
grants of $700 each. The pro- 
gram is the university's first 
extensive directed research pro- 
gram for undergraduates. 


Claire is doing her work in 
psychology under Dr. Eugene 
R. Long. They are studying the 
operant condition in children. 
She works about 10 hours 
weekly and said, “I love the 
work, and would probably be 
doing it even if I did not have 
the grant.”

Is Here to Stay!

A national institution known 
as the coffee break is relaxing 
and helpful in breaking office 
routine, Atlantans agree. But 
they don’t go along with a Cali- 
fornia doctor’s assertion that it 
is “the town meeting brought 
up to date and dressed in work- 
ing clothes.” 


Dr. Jean Spencer Felton, of 
the University of California at 
Los Angeles, says the coffee 


break is far more than a mere 


rest period. “It’s an important 
mental health asset... it im- 
proves morale, drops the acci- 
dent frequency rate and elimi- 
nates fatigue.” 


“As a focal site for ventila- 
tion of restrained expression, 
voicing of group opinions and 
general forum for the exchange 
of beefs and gripes, the coffee 
break setting serves as a steam 
head reducer in keeping pres- 
sures at a desirable level,”’ Dr. 
Felton contends. 


TOWN MEETING 


Further, Dr, Felton says, the 
coffee break becomes ‘“‘the 
town meeting brought up to date 
and dressed in working clothes.” 
It represents ‘‘a lone form of 
democracy in the culture of big- 
ness.”’ 


Here Dr. Felton and Atlanta's 
businessmen and women come 
to a parting of the ways on their 
opinions of coffee breaks. 


“Sure, coffee breaks are fine. 
... 1m a coffee fiend, and we 
have two 10-minute breaks a 
day ... but anything that in- 
terrupts work interrupts work,” 
Miss Dorothy Wilson, personnel 
manager of Liberty Mutual In- 
surance Co., said. 


Liberty Mutual employs 345 
people here, she said, and most 
of them are clerical workers. 


“After our 10-minute breaks, 
I suppose it takes about 10 min- 
utes to get your mind back on 
whatever you were doing be- 
fore the break,” Miss Wilson ex- 
plained. 


“But we wouldn't think of 
taking the coffee break away,” 
she added. 


PROVIDES RECREATION 


Miss Mollie Stevens, an editor 
at Retail Credit Company, said 
she does not believe the coffee 
break is a health factor, as does 
Dr. Felton, “‘but it does inter- 
rupt the office routine and pro- 
vide social and physical recrea- 
tion,” she said. 


“At Retail Credit Company, 
we have a morning and after- 
noon break of 15 minutes each. 
I think it’s a morale factor, 
definitely,” she said. ‘Many of 
the girls don’t use the break 
to drink coffee, though; some 
go to the library to read, and 
some play bridge.” 


An industrial relations official 
at one of Atlanta’s largest com- 
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panies pointed out that a 15-min- 
ute coffee break twice a day 
will amount to a_ three-week 
vacation by the end of the year. 


“The coffee break is one of 
industry's costliest programs,” 
the official said, who asked that 
his name not be used. 


Milton Musser, assistant to 
the president at Scripto, said 
the coffee break is not regi- 
mented for their clerical per- 
sonnel, but that factory workers 
do have assigned 10-minute 
breaks twice a day. 


‘There's no set time for a cof- 
fee break for the office person- 
nel. We feel it is a time for re- 
laxation and ‘shooting the bull,’ 
but I wouldn’t give it as much 
credit as Dr. Felton does,” he 
said. 


At Southern Bell Telephone 
and Telegraph Co., which em- 
ploys about 5,500 people in At- 
lanta, two 15-minute breaks are 
allowed daily. 

“The company has had these 
release periods for years, and 
considers them advantageous 


from both a company and em- 
ployee standpoint,” J. O. Gil- 
more, Atlanta division commer- 
cial manager, said. 


Mr. Gilmore pointed out that 
break times for Southern Bell 
employes have to be staggered 
throughout the day. 


In her pronouncement on cof- 
fee breaks, Dr. Felton also 
states that coffee, which con- 
tains 100 and 150 millgrams of 
caffeine in an average cup, pro- 
duces a ‘“‘pharmacologic effect.” 


“The results of coffee con- 
sumption,’’ Dr. Felton said, ‘‘are 
seen in clearer and more rapid 
thinking, forestalling of sleep 
and fatigue, a prolonged intel- 
lectual effort, better association 
of ideas, a sharper appreciation 
of sensory stimuli, increased mo- 
tor activity and a diminution of 
reaction time to stimuli.” 


Franklin M. Garrett, director 
of the office of information at 
Coca-Cola, said ‘“‘We’re all for 
the coffee break where they get 
cokes . . . the pause that re- 
freshes is what we recommend.”’

Some bridge players are so 
laden down with artificial con- 
ventions and devices that they 
cannot see the forest for the trees. 
I, for one, am not convention 
minded and, where the natural 
common sense methods will serve 
the purpose just as well, I make 
every effort to avoid the artificial. 


However, there are some con- 
ventions which serve a purpose un- 
attainable by natural methods 
and these I incorporate firmly 
into my system. One of them is 
the slam double convention. It pro- 
vides that, where a slam (par- 
ticularly in a suit) is doubled by 
the player not on lead, partner 
must lead the first side suit bid 
by dummy. This would have called 
for a club lead in today’s hand 
against which declarer would 
have found himself helpless. 


The bidding was natural enough 
and East doubled the slam con- 
tract since any lead but a club 
appeared quite hopeless to him. 

West opened the heart queen, 
an act which placed East in the 
throes of agonizing pain. To de- 
clarer, however, it brought little 
comfort, for it appeared to him 
that he had been granted only a 
momentary reprieve. The double 
of six spades left no doubt in his 
mind that the club finesse would 
lose for East was marked with 
the king, almost to a certainty. 


South was about to resign him- 
self to the forlorn hope of the 
club finesse when it occurred to 
him that the hand could be won 
if he were lucky enough to find 
East with the lone ace of spades. 
On this basis he cashed the ace 
and king of hearts and then his 
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three high diamonds, taking a 
deep breath in the process. He 
then played a low spade, East 
perforce won with the ace and 
could return nothing which would 
prevent declarer with running off 
with his contract.

PREPARING GAME 
BIRDS 

Game is less fat than domes- 
tic meats and requires generous 
additions of butter, bacon, salt 
pork, drippings, oils or other 
fats, especially when cooked by 
dry heat. 


Young, tender and quality 
game with a small amount of 
connective tissue retains its nat- 
ural and distinctive game fla- 
vor and is best when cooked by 
dry heat as in broiling, roast- 
ing or frying. 


Older and less tender game, 
high in connective tissue, re- 
quires long, slow cooking by 
moist heat, as in braising and 
stewing, to make it palatable. 


With few exceptions, all game 
should be cooked to the medium- 
done stage; it should be savory, 
juicy and _ tender—not dry, 
tasteless and tough. 


Frozen table-dressed game 
can be cooked either thawed or 
frozen. Additional time will be 
needed for thawing the frozen 
game—it will take almost twice 
as long as to cook it in the un- 
frozen state. Cook frozen game 
soon after it has thawed—it de- 
teriorates and dries out more 
quickly than fresh game due to 
the rupturing of the tissues. 


QUAIL 

The quail is a small game 
bird weighing 5'2 to 6 ounces. 
Its delicately flavored white 
meat is prized highly by gour- 
mets and it commands a pre- 
mium price in restaurants. If 
you are lucky enough to have 
the opportunity to cook quail, 
remember it tends to be dry 
and needs a protective covering 
of bacon or salt pork and fre- 
quent basting. The flavor is 
best when sauteed, broiled or 
baked and is enhanced with 
wild, rather than strong season- 
ings. Each bird provides a 
small but adequate portion.

DUCK 
The flavorful, dark meat of 
duck is regarded as a delicacy 
on all continents. Care must be 
taken not to overcook and tough- 


en the birds. If you cook a wild 
duck, omit a stuffing and place 
lemon wedges, onion slices, cel- 
ery tops or parsley sprigs in the 
duck cavity to absorb the wild 
flavor — then discard before 
serving. Half a large duck or 
one small duck serves one. 
Roast at 350 degrees and allow 
20 to 25 minutes per pound. 


Apricot Duckling is delicious, 
easy to prepare, and festive. To 
serve 4 to 6 people, select a 3'2 
to 5-pound duckling. Wipe it 
with a damp cloth and rub the 
inside with salt. Preheat your 
oven to 325 degrees while vag 
make the stuffing as followg: 

APRICOT STUFFING 

3 cups toasted bread cubes 

% cup finely chopped dried 
apricots 
4 tsp. salt 


lg tsp. pepper 

lg tsp. monosodium glutamate 
1. tsp. thyme 

1, tsp. nutmeg 

lg tsp. cloves 

2 tblsp. melted butter 

1] beaten egg 


Toss together the bread, apri- 
cots and seasonings. Then com- 
bine the egg and butter, and 
stir the two mixtures together 
lightly. Close -the bird with 
skewers, lace with thread, and 
tie the legs together. 


When your oven has reached 
325 degrees, -place the duckling 
on a rack in a shallow pan, 
breast side up. Do not add wa- 
ter and do not cover, but roast 
this way for 1'2 to 2 hours if 
you like it moderately done, or 
for 2 to 2'2 hours if you like it 
well done. You can tell your 
duckling is done when the meaty 
part of the leg feels tender and 
when the legs are easy to move 
up and down. 


To give the duckling an ele- 
gant shine, brush with a honey 
glaze about 30 minutes before it 
is finished. Make the glaze sim- 
ply with 2 tablespoons of hon- 
ey mixed with one tablespoon 
of Kitchen Bouquet. 


Now serve your Apricot Duck- 


ling on a platter, surrounded 
with clusters of whole cooked 
apricots. The most creative 
French cook would be proud of 
this dish! 


ROAST STUFFED GOOSE 

In Europe roast goose ranks 
high as a chgice holiday entree. 
Unlike their domestic cousins, 
wild geese are lean. Allowing 
for this, roast like domestic 
geese with or without a stuff- 
ing. The average gander weighs 
eight to 14 pounds and the fe- 
male goose is apt to weigh a 
pound or two less. The meéat 
is dark and rich. Allow 1 to 
144 pounds per portion. 


Wipe the goose with a damp 
cloth and rub inside and out 
with salt and pepper. Stuff the 
goose lightly, sew up the vent 
and truss legs and wings close 
to the body. Prick skin well 
with a two-tined fork to let the 
fat run out. Place goose on a 
rack in a roasting pan and roast 
in a hot oven (400 degrees F.) 
for 20 minutes. Reduce heat to 
350 degrees F. and continue to 
roast, allowing 20 minutes per 
pound, undressed weight. Baste 
frequently with a little water or 
stock and pour off most of the 
fat as it accumulates in the 
pan. 


While the goose is cooking, 
place giblets and neck in a 
saucepan with 1 small onion, 
sliced, a few leaves of celery, 
'2-teaspoon salt and a little pep- 
per. Cover with 2 cups cold 
water, bring to a boil and sim- 
mer for 1 hour. Strain broth, 
reserving it for the gravy, and 
chop the giblets. 


Put any leftover dressing in a 
casserole and bake it with the 
goose for about 45 minutes be- 
fore the goose is ready for the 
table. Goose is done when drum- 
sticK moves easily or, when 
you insert a fork in the thick- 
est part, it is tender and no pink 
shows. 


When the goose is done. re 
move all but 2 tablespoons of 
the fat from the roasting pan 
and stir in 2 tablespoons flour. 
Gradually add the hot broth, 
stirring in all the brown bits 
from the bottom and sides of 
the roasting pan. Add chopped 
giblets and simmer for 5 min- 
utes. Pour’ into a_ sauceboat 
and ‘serve separately.
